The program embraces courts- 
martial for political crimes and an in- 
crease of the penalties for revolution- 
ary propaganda, and expresses a firm 
determination to preserve order. •''It 
, also promises a liberal measure of re- 
form and that useless restrictions on 
Jews shall be abolished 
forthwith. 


Measures are promised in tho direc- 
tion of greater provincial autonomy. 
Eemstvos will be Introduced in Poland 
and the Baltic provinces. An income. 
tax will be instituted. Reforms in the 
police and other'public-services are 
also promised. 


The communication, which was is- 


sued after protracted discussion by 
'Premier Stolypln and the council of 
.'ministers, leaves the situation but

out broad reforms on onp hand and to 
pursue a policy of repression on the 
other. The establishment of court-

Bath, Me, Sept. 6.—An enthusiastic 


greeting was accorded Secretary of 
War Taft, who spoke here in behalf 
of Congressman Little-field, a candi- 
date for reelection. 
Mr. Taft, who 


was introduced as the "probable suc- 
cessor of President Roosevelt," said: 


"Tho question before the people o£ 


this country is whether, having elect- 
ed Mr. Roosevelt to continue as the 
chief executive for another term, and 
having made him and his party re- 
sponsible for the national policies 
adopted, both in legislative and in ex- 
ecutive matters, they shall now, by 
electing a Democratic congress, ex- 
press disapproval of his past course 
and a want of confidence in his future 
ac'Jon. 


"Mr. Roosevelt's policy Is to secure 


by national legislative and executive 
action, within the somewhat narrow 
range of federal jurisdiction over in- 
terstate commerce, effective control 
of those who manage and operate or- 
ganized capital, so as to pi event them, 
by the misuse of the powerful instru- 
mentalities that organization of capi- 
tal affords, from unlawfully suppress- 
ing competition, establishing monopo- 
lies, and theicby making impossilda 
the benefit from such organization of 
capital of a reduction of prices and in- 
crease of conveniences which other- 
wise would and ought to inure to the 
public. 
The Republican majority in 


the house and senate have loyally ac- 
cepted Mr. Roosevelt's leadership, 
have approved his recommendations, 
and have stood by him in formulating 
into legislation that which should en- 
able him to carry out his policy." 
Mr. Taft defended the fcdeial sen- 
ate, which he claimed had been ma- 
ligned, ami added: "The senate has 
contributed a wealth of ability and 
legislative experience, and instead of 
defeating or nan owing measures sup- 
posed to be inimical to corporate in- 
terests, it made the chief legislative 
act of this congress—the railroad rate 
bill—more comprehensive and 
effec- 


tive by its amendments." 


Discussing the tariff, Mr. Taft sa'd 


the great majority of the American 
people are in favor of maintaining the 
protection system. 
He^ held it was 


impracticable by revision of the tariff 
to destroy trusts, instancing the case 
of tho Standard Oil company, which 
he said received no benefit from the 
protective tariff. 
Speaking for him- 


self alone, Mr. Taft said: "I believe 
that since the passage of the Dingley 
bill there has been a change 'in the 
business conditions of the country 
making it wise and just to icvise the 
schedules of the existing tariff. 
Re- 


vision is certain to come, and with it 
those schedules of the 
tariff which 


have inequalities and arc exccsshe 
will be readjusted." 
Ho contended 


that 
revision 
should be done by 


friends of the protective system. 


In referring to the opposition of the 


American Federatfon of Labor to Rep- 
res^ntativc Littlefield because ot the 
hitter's Vote against the Gompcis anti- 
Injunction hill, Mr. Taft said: "Why 
should not a threatened 
Injury be 


stopped by injunction? Why is it not 
better in such cases that a 
court 


should decide in advance what the 
rights of the parties are upon the 
facts as shown and enforce its views, 
than to allow- the wrong to be com- 
mitted? This certainly tends to pre- 
serve law and order. 
If as in such 


cases there is no adequate lemcdy 
for the injured person by legal pro- 
ceedings, after the injuiy, the tempta- 
tion is for him 'to take the law into 
his own hands,' as the phrase is. ar<d 
then we have civil war." Mr. Taft 
held that the Gompcrs bill made a 
privileged class of laborers who break 
the law by injuring others, amMhat it 
legalized boycotts and blacklisting.
